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Obama says ‘Hats’ net 
connected in airline attack

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Barack Obama 
asserted on Tuesday the 
U.S.government had enough 
information to foil the 
attempted bombing on a 
Christmas Day airline flight 
but intelligence agencies 
“failed to connect those dots.” 
Obama called that 
unacceptable. 

“I will not tolerate it,” he 
said. 

The accused attacker, 23- 
year-old Nigerian Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab, has 
claimed ties to al-Qaida. 
Witnesses said he ignited 
an explosive mixture but it 
failed to do serious damage 
to the Northwest jetliner or 
its passengers, and he was 
subdued by other passengers 
and airline crew members on 
the Detroit-bound flight from 
Amsterdam. 

Obama, speaking after meeting 


with his Cabinet and national 
security team, declared, “We 
have to do better, and we will 
do better. And we will do it 
quickly.” 

But while he expressed 
clear displeasure with the 
U.S. failure to prevent the 
suspect from boarding a U.S.- 
bound flight, Obama did not 
announce any firings or job 
reassignments. 

Obama also said he was 
suspending the transfer of 
Guantanamo detainees to 
Yemen. 

The Dec. 25 airliner attack has 
raised concerns about Yemen, 
because the Nigerian man has 
claimed to have been acting 
on instructions from al-Qaida 
operatives in that country. 
Nearly half of the 198 terror 
suspect detainees held at 
Guantanamo Bay in Cuba 
are from Yemen. But Obama 
reiterated his vow to eventually 
close the camp. 

“Make no mistake, we will 


close Guantanamo prison,” 
Obama said. The camp, he 
said, “was an explicit rationale 
for the formation of al-Qaida” 
operating in Yemen. 

As for the airliner attack, 
Obama said it exposed 
“a potentially disastrous” 
security failure. 

He spoke after a White House 
meeting with the officials 
charged with carrying out 
two reviews he has ordered. 
Obama spelled out recent 
changes in security protocols 
for airline flights and changes 
to the government’s watchlist 
of suspected terrorists. 

Obama told reporters the 
security lapse did not have 
to do with the collection of 
information but with the 
failure to integrate and analyze 
what was there. 

The bottom line, he said 
was that the government 
had “sufficient information 
to uncover this plot and 
potentially disrupt the 
Christmas Day attack.” 

“Our intelligence community 
failed to connect those dots 
which would have placed the 
suspect on the no-fly list,” he 
said. “This was not a failure 
to collect intelligence, it was 
a failure to integrate and 
understand the intelligence 
that we already have.” 

Obama said that it was clear 
the government knew that the 
suspect, Abdulmutallab, had 
traveled to Yemen and joined 
with extremists there.

Cuba protests 
U.S. screening of 
airline passengers

HAVANA (AP) — Cuba 
summoned the top U.S. 
diplomat on the island Tuesday 
to protest extra screening for 
Cuban citizens flying into 
the United States, calling the 
rule a “hostile action” meant 
to justify America’s trade 
embargo. 

The new dispute comes after 
several setbacks that have all 
but snuffed out hope for a quick 
resolution to the half-century 
of antagonism between Cuba 
and the United States, and 
as Cuban officials have been 
increasingly sharp-spoken 
about their disappointment in 
President Barack Obama.

FRESNO, Calif. - Three California Department of 
Fish and Game biologists and a pilot were killed 
Tuesday afternoon when their helicopter crashed in 
a craggy stretch of the Sierra National Forest where 
they were surveying wildlife. 

The crash happened in a narrow canyon near 
Redinger Lake after the Bell 206 helicopter struck a 
power line and sparked a blaze that scattered debris 
throughout a quarter-mile of brush, Madera County 
officials said. Killed in the accident were two 
longtime state scientists, 48-year-old Clu Cotter and 
40-year-old Kevin O’Connor, as well as a scientists’ 
aide, 31-year-old Tom Stolberg, all of Fresno. Pilot 
Dennis Donovan also died, but his hometown and 
age were not released. The men were conducting a 
routine aerial mission to study deer herds feeding in 
the steep, wooded region near the border of Fresno 
and Madera counties. 

“This is just such a tragedy,” said John Baker, the 
agency’s Central District assistant chief. “Clu and 
Kevin were both wonderful family men and great 
friends, and Tom was just a quirky, neat guy with 
real varied interests. Finer people you could never 
meet.” 

The fire made the site inaccessible for several 
hours, but crews put out the blaze and had located 
the four men’s bodies by late afternoon, sheriff’s 
spokeswoman Erica Stuart said. 

Harry Morse, a Fish and Game spokesman, said 


the agency contracted the helicopter from Landells 
Aviation of Desert Hot Springs. 

A woman who answered the phone at Landells 
confirmed one of its helicopters was involved in the 
crash but could not provide other details and would 
not give her name. 

Another Landells helicopter crashed in January 
2007 during a deer-monitoring trip in the nearby 
Tulare County foothills, but the three men aboard 
experienced only minor injuries. 

Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger and members of the 
California Association of Professional Scientists 
offered their condolences and hailed the scientists’ 
service. 

Cotter’s Facebook page describes him as a wildlife 
biologist who specialized in mesocarnivores and an 
avid bike rider who graduated from Cal Poly. 
O’Connor, an environmental scientist, wrote about 
the diverse plant and animal species found in the 
state’s ecological reserves in the southern Sierra 
Nevada range. 

Several people familiar with their missions called 
the surveys risky work that often involved flying 
close to the ground in rugged terrain to study deer 
population and migration patterns. 

“We knew them, and it hits home,” said association 
Staff Director Christopher Voight. 

The department temporarily grounded all helicopter 
surveys and captures Tuesday afternoon, and the 
National Transportation Safety Board was expected 
to take over the investigation of the crash.Q 
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FBI: Vegas shooter had lengthy’ criminal history

LAS VEGAS - A 
disgruntled Social Security 
recipient, shot dead after 
killing a Las Vegas federal 
building security guard and 
wounding a U.S. marshal, 
had a “lengthy” criminal 
history in Tennessee and 
California, including a 
conviction for killing his 
brother, authorities said 
Tuesday. 

Johnny Lee Wicks, 66, faced 
murder and drug charges 
in Memphis, Tenn., in the 
1970s, and sex assault- 
domestic violence charges 
in Sacramento, Calif., in 
the late-1980s, said Kevin 
Favreau, special agent in 
charge of the Las Vegas 
FBI office. 

“Our investigation strongly 
indicates that Wicks acted 
alone, and that his motive 
was an overwhelming anger 
against the United States 
government,” Favreau told 
reporters on the steps of 
the Lloyd D. George U.S. 
Courthouse and Federal 
Building, where Wicks 
opened fire Monday without 
saying a word. 

Court records show Wicks 
complained of racial 
discrimination and lost a 
federal lawsuit last year 
challenging a $286 cut in 
his $974 monthly Social 
Security benefits after 
moving from California to 
Las Vegas. 

He was accused of killing 
his brother, Leo Wicks, in 
Memphis in 1974. He was 
sentenced in 1976 to 12- 
15 years for second-degree 
murder and paroled in 
1981, said Dorinda Carter, 
spokeswoman for the 
Tennessee Department of 
Corrections. 

He was accused of 
assault to commit rape in 
Sacramento in 1989, the 
FBI said. He served jail 
time after pleading no 
contest to domestic battery 


in Sacramento in 1995, 
court records there show. 
Wicks also feuded with 
managers of a downtown 
apartment building for 
seniors and people with 
disabilities in Fresno, where 
his handwritten protest of 
his eviction and a small 
claims court filing in 1998 
included an allegation that 
he was ousted “Because I 
am Black.” 

Favreau said Tuesday 
that investigators don’t 
believe Wicks threatened 
violence before torching 
his apartment a few minutes 
after 5 a.m. Monday, and 
walking about three miles 
to the federal courthouse. 
He never made it past 
security guards, opening 
fire with a Mossberg 
shotgun minutes after 8 
a.m. just inside the doors to 
a two-story atrium rotunda, 
according to a chronology 
presented Tuesday by Las 
Vegas police, the FBI and 
federal marshals. 

Stanley Cooper, 72, a 
court security officer and 
retired Las Vegas police 
sergeant, was shot in the 
chest at his post at metal 
detectors. Fatally wounded, 
he returned one shot, and 
six other guards and federal 
marshals unleashed another 
80 rounds, officials said. 
Wicks fired five times — 
pausing to reload after the 
first three blasts inside the 
courthouse entryway and 
firing twice after retreating 
across Las Vegas Boulevard 
with federal marshals and 
court security officers in 
pursuit. 

A 48-year-old federal 
marshal whose name has 
not been made public was 
wounded by shotgun pellets 
— bird shot, according to 
the FBI. He was released 
from the hospital Tuesday, 
said Gary Orton, U.S. 
Marshal for Nevada. 

Wicks died in the bushes 
outside the historic Fifth 


Street School about 250 
feet from the federal 
building doorway. He 
had been wounded in the 
stomach and shot in the 
head, Favreau said. 

Bullet holes still pocked 
the school’s restored stucco 
front Tuesday, with a bullet- 
shattered window near the 
spot where Wicks died. The 
building was built in 1936 
and is now used for offices 
and art education. No one 
inside was injured. 

“This tragedy could have 
been much worse,” Orton 
said. 

Clark County Sheriff Doug 
Gillespie declared the 
shooting a sign of a violent 
time. 

“There is no stronger 
reminder that the world 


has changed that when 
a man wearing a long 
black trenchcoat walks 
into a federal courthouse 
armed with a shotgun 
and opens fire,” Gillespie 


said. “That man, John 
Wicks, was angry at his 
government over a dispute 
and decided that he would 
settle his disagreement by 
killing.’Q

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Party chief: Republicans ‘screwed up’ after Reagan

WASHINGTON (AP)—Republican Party Chairman 
Michael Steele offers a simple explanation for why the 
party all too often lost touch with typical Americans 
since the Ronald Reagan era: “We screwed up,” he 
claims in a new book offering a blueprint for the 
party’s resurgence. 

That “we” includes the last two Republican 
presidents, George W. Bush and his father, George 
H. W. Bush, and the most recent Republican candidate 
for president, Senator John McCain. 

In “Right Now: A 12-Step Program for Defeating 
the Obama Agenda,” released Monday by Regnery 


Publishing, Steele says the conservative party should 
acknowledge where “we most glaringly compromised 
our principles” in the past decade and hold its elected 
officials accountable. 

“We must support Republican officials who 
assert these principles,” he writes. “When elected 
Republicans vote against Republican principles, the 
voters must withhold their support — withhold it 
vigorously and consistently.” 

On Tuesday, Steele accused the Obama administration 
of pursuing an inconsistent policy toward terrorism. 
Steele said on NBC’s television that the administration 
is wrong in putting terrorism suspects on trial in 
civil courts, saying “the public doesn’t view them as 
having rights in the criminal system.” 

The Republican chairman also defended former Vice 
President Dick Cheney’s harsh criticism of President 
Barack Obama, saying that he, too, believes Obama 
tries to avoid directly acknowledging a war on 
terror. 

Steele focuses much of the book on familiar 
Republican denunciations of Obama’s overall 
policies (“a roadmap to failure”), the $787 billion 
stimulus bill (“a reckless, wasteful, pork-laden 
spending spree”), liberal views on manmade global 
warming (“A threat to life on Earth? Depends on 
whom you ask”) and other issues. 

To regain the public confidence, Steele says the 
party should, among other things, expose the 
“reign of error” inherent in liberal policies, contrast 
conservative and liberal principles, and highlight the

“It now turns out that our intelligence 
community knew of other red flags 
that al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula 
sought to strike not only American 
targets in Yemen, but the United States 
itself.

Some of the tougher procedures 
Obama demanded have already 
been put in place. 

The Transportation Security 
Administration directed airlines, 
beginning Monday, to give 
full-body, pat-down searches 
to U.S.-bound travelers from 
Yemen, Nigeria, Saudi Arabia 
and 11 other countries. 

Before Obama’s comments,

Gibbs said the president still 
has full confidence in his three 
top national security officials:

Secretary Janet Napolitano. 

They were among the 20 high- 
level officials who sat down 
with Obama in the White 
House Situation Room for a 
meeting that lasted more than 
90 minutes. 

Since the attempted attack, the 
government has added dozens 
of names to its lists of suspected 


damage caused by Obama’s policies while explaining 
conservative solutions. 

More surprising, the Republican chairman directly 
or indirectly criticizes: 

—President George H.W. Bush for raising taxes 
two years after President Ronald Reagan left office, 
though Steele ignores the fact that Reagan raised 
taxes too. 

—President George W. Bush for not vetoing any 
spending bills during his first five years in office. He 
calls Bush and other Republicans “enablers for big 
government” and derides the Bush administration’s 
Troubled Asset Relief Program as “a massive 
government slush fund.” 

— McCain, the party’s 2008 presidential nominee, 
for backing censorship of political speech through 
the McCain-Feingold campaign finance law. Steele 
says the Republican Party erred in allowing itself 
to be associated with “a national political speech 
code.” 

—Republican lawmakers in general, who allowed 
spending to rise from 2001 to 2004, and went along 
with TARP and McCain-Feingold. 

“We must quickly learn our lessons, return to our 
principles and move on,” Steele concludes. 

One Republican who escapes Steele’s intraparty 
criticism is former Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin, 
McCain’s running mate. Then again, judging from 
the book’s index, Palin is not mentioned at all in 
what the publisher calls Steele’s “call to arms for

Detroit. He is alleged to have 
smuggled an explosive device 
onboard and set if off.

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Bottles of honey cause airport shutdown

FRESNO, California (AP) 
— The suspicious material 
found inside luggage that 
prompted the shutdown of a 
California airport Tuesday 
morning turned out to be five 
soft drink bottles filled with 
honey, authorities said. 

A passenger’s suitcase 
tested positive for TNT at 
Bakersfield’s Meadows Field 
during a routine swabbing of 
the bag’s exterior, Kern County 
Sheriff Donny Youngblood 
said. When security officials 
opened the bag, they found 
bottles filled with an amber 
liquid, he said. 

“Why in this day and age 
would someone take a chance 
carrying honey in Gatorade 
bottles?” Youngblood asked. 


“That itself is an alarm. It’s 
hard to understand.” 
Investigators said the bag’s 
owner, Francisco Ramirez, 31, 
is a gardener from Milwaukee 
who has been cooperating 
with authorities. He flew to 
Bakersfield Dec. 23 to spend 
Christmas with his sister and 
was returning Tuesday when 
the alarm sounded. 

When Transportation Security 
Administration agents opened 
one of the bottles and tested the 
contents, the resulting fumes 
nauseated them, Youngblood 
said. Both were treated and 
released at a local hospital. 
“It’s encouraging that the 
system did work, because 
something is not right there,” 
Youngblood said. “The 
system worked the way it 
was supposed to, but it just 
takes time when you close an 


airport — and it costs a lot of 
money.” 

All flights into and out of 
Meadows Field were canceled 
for much of Tuesday as 
authorities searched the 
terminal for other potential 
explosives. 

The Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Office bomb squad 
was expected to perform 
further tests on the honey to 
determine why at least two 
false positives were recorded 
for both TNT and the organic 
explosive acetone peroxide, 
or TATP. Bakersfield is about 
110 miles (177 kilometers) 
north of Los Angeles. 
Investigators want to know 
whether any chemical 
Ramirez uses in his gardening 
work could have left traces of 
potential explosives. They will 
also run tests on the honey to

see if the smoke beekeepers 
use to subdue the insects 
could have triggered the false 
positive test.

Josefma Vidal Ferreiro, 
director of the Cuban 
Foreign Ministry’s North 
American affairs office, said 
the new security controls 
were “discriminatory and 
selective.” 

“We categorically reject this 
new hostile action by the 
government of the United 
States against Cuba,” she 
told The Associated Press in 
an exclusive interview. 

Vidal Ferreiro said she lodged 
the protest in an afternoon 
meeting with Jonathan Farrar, 
the head of the U.S. Interest 
Section, which Washington 
maintains in Cuba instead 
of an embassy. Cuba’s top 
diplomat in Washington 
delivered a similar message 
to State Department officials 


earlier in the day, she said. 
The United States imposed 
the airline security measures 
Monday following an 
apparent attempt by a 
Nigerian man to blow up a 
passenger jet as it approached 
Detroit on Christmas Day. 
Among the 14 nations whose 
citizens will face increased 
scrutiny are four — Cuba, 
Iran, Sudan and Syria — 
that the U.S. government 
considers state sponsors of 
terrorism. 

Cuba has been on that 
list since the 1980s, but 
has always maintained its 
inclusion had more to do 
with the United States’ 
antagonistic policy toward 
the communist-governed 
nation than with evidence 
that it sponsors terrorism. 
Washington and Havana have 
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been at odds since shortly 
after Fidel Castro took power 
in Cuba on New Year’s Day 
1959. The United States has 
maintained a trade embargo 
on the island — which the 
Cuban government refers 
to as a blockade — for 47 
years. 

“The arguments the U.S. 
uses to keep Cuba on the list 
of state sponsors of terrorism 
are totally unfounded,” 
Vidal Ferreiro told the AP. 
“Everyone knows they are 
politically motivated and 
only designed to justify the 
blockade against Cuba.” 

She said Cuba has a spotless 
record against terrorism, 
adding that Washington 
maintains a double standard 
because it harbors several 
individuals Cuba considers 
to have committed terrorist 
acts on the island. 

Gloria Berbena, a 
spokeswoman at the U.S. 
Interests Section in Havana, 
had no comment on Vidal 
Ferreiro’s statement, and 
said she could not confirm 
whether Cuba had lodged a 
formal protest. 

Speaking before news of 
Cuba’s protest came out, 
State Department spokesman 
P.J. Crowley said Havana’s 
inclusion on the terror 
sponsor list was justified. 
“Cuba is a designated state 
sponsor of terrorism, and 
we think it’s a well-earned 
designation given their long¬ 


standing support for radical 
groups in the region,” he 
said, highlighting Havana’s 
support for Colombian rebel 
groups. 

While there are no direct 
commercial flights between 
Cuba and the U.S. because 
of the trade embargo, several 
companies operate charter 
services to take Cuban- 
Americans to the island. The 
security measures would 
presumably apply to such 
flights. 

The new dispute over air 
security measures is the 
latest sign that a once 
promising effort at U.S.- 
Cuban rapprochement may 
be in danger. 

Obama took office offering 
to extend a hand of friendship 
to America’s traditional 
enemies. He quickly lifted 
financial and travel restriction 
on Cuban-Americans wishing 
to visit relatives on the island, 
and the two governments 
initiated talks to restart direct 
mail service. 

Discussions on 

countemarcotics and disaster 
relief cooperation appeared 
to be in the offing, and there 
were fresh calls in Congress 
to lift travel restrictions on 
all Americans wishing to 
visit Cuba. 

But the good feelings didn’t 
last. 

In November, the State 
Department denounced an 
alleged assault by Cuban 


security agents on a dissident 
blogger, and Cuba later 
held war games that it said 
were meant to defend the 
nation from a possible U.S. 
invasion. 

Last month, Cuba jailed an 
American citizen accused of 
providing communications 
equipment to dissident 
groups while working as a 
U.S. government contractor. 
Cuba waited three weeks 
to allow the man access to 
U.S. consular officials, and 
President Raul Castro said 
the case showed Washington 
still actively seeks to topple 
the island’s communist 
government. 

Cuba’s stance toward Obama 
has also changed. After 
initially praising the U.S. 
leader as a breath of fresh air, 
Cuban officials have turned 
highly critical. 

Fidel Castro lashed out at 
Obama in December, saying 
his “friendly smile and 
African-American face” are 
hiding Washington’s sinister 
intentions for Latin America. 
The former Cuban president 
also criticized Obama’s 
performance at the climate 
conference in Copenhagen 
and said the U.S. leader’s 
acceptance of the Nobel 
Peace Prize was “a cynical 
act” — since it came 
after his decision to send

memories of previous disasters 
fled quickly to higher ground, 
officials said Tuesday. 

From the air, extensive damage 
could be seen on a remote 
western island after a 7.2- 
magnitude temblor triggered 
the landslides in the Pacific 
Solomon Islands on Monday, 
said disaster management 
office director Loti Yates. 

No injuries have been reported 
some 3 0 hours after the biggest 
in a series of quakes churned 
a tsunami wave that was up to 
10 feet high as it plowed into 
the coast, officials said. 
However, more than 1,000 
people have been affected 
after some 200 houses were 
destroyed on Rendova, an 
island some 190 miles from the 
capital Honiara. Only 3,600 
people live on Rendova. 
Photographs taken from police 
helicopters Tuesday showed 
debris lining the foreshore and 
damaged houses on the coasts 
of Rendova and Tetepare, as 
well as deep scars on hills and 
cliffs caused by landslides. 
Yates said some 200 
households were taking 
shelter in emergency centers 
on Rendova. 

Hillsides crashed down and 
the tsunami inundated homes 
Monday, but residents’ 
memories of earlier disasters 
probably helped prevent 
any casualties, officials and 
residents said. 

In April 2007, an 8.1 temblor 
unleashed a tsunami that 
killed more than 50 people. 
A quake-churned tsunami 
that killed more than 200 on 
nearby Samoa and Tonga 
in September was another 
reminder, locals said. 

“People are very sensitive, as a 
quake conjures up memories, 
and people immediately begin 
going to higher ground,” 
police commissioner Peter 
Marshall told The Associated 
Press. 

“The fact it was daylight, the 
isolated nature of the wave 
and that the landslides were in 
a relatively sparsely populated 
area” also helped, he said.

The strongest, a magnitude

6.9 aftershock, hit the nation’s 
western region again late 
Tuesday night and generated 
a tsunami about an inch high, 
but there were no immediate 


reports of fresh damage and 
no reports of injury. 

In the provincial capital Gizo, 
dive shop owner Danny 
Kennedy said the general rule 
is that “if there’s anything 
more than 20 seconds of 
shaking or any sea water 
recedes, head for the hills.” 

A police boat patrolled 
Tuesday to check the coastline, 
where many homes are at sea 
level, making them vulnerable 
to tsunamis, National 
Disaster Management Office 
spokesman Julian Makaa 
said. No casualties had been 
reported so far, he said. 

One village, Retavo, home 
to about 20 people, was 
reportedly completely 

inundated by a wall of sea 
water up to 10 feet high, 
but Makaa said no deaths or 
injuries had been reported 
there. 

Emergency food, water and 
tarpaulins were being shipped 
in. 

The Solomon Islands lie on 
the “Ring of Fire” — an arc 
of earthquake and volcanic 
zones that stretches around the 
Pacific Rim and where about 
90 percent of the world’s 
quakes occur. □ 


Israel approves east Jerusalem building project

JERUSALEM - Israel has approved 
construction of four new apartment 
buildings in disputed east Jerusalem, 
officials said Tuesday, fueling tensions 
with the Palestinians at a time when 
the U.S. is laboring to get peace talks 
moving again. 

The Palestinians claim east Jerusalem 
for a future capital and demand all 
constructiontherestopbeforenegotiations 
resume. The 24-unit project is being 
developed in an Arab neighborhood by 
Irving Moskowitz, an American Jew 
who has generously funded Jewish 
settlers determined to cement Israel’s 
hold on contested areas of the holy city. 
The latest project is potentially even 
more contentious than others because it 
is not in any of the established Jewish 
neighborhoods. Instead, it is located in 
the heart of a predominantly Arab area 
of the city. 

Jerusalem is the most explosive issue 
between Israel and the Palestinians, and 
the new buildings would be located in 
one of its most volatile sites, just outside 
the walled Old City with its Christian, 


Muslim and Jewish shrines. 

Stephan Miller, spokesman for Jerusalem 
Mayor Nir Barkat, confirmed that 
Jerusalem’s local planning committee 
approved the proj ect on Monday, clearing 
the way for construction to begin. 
Palestinian negotiator Saeb Erekat 
condemned the move “in the strongest 
possible terms.” He said if Israel wants to 
resume peace talks, “they must announce 
a total cessation of settlement activities” 
in east Jerusalem and the West Bank. 
Israel committed to a full settlement 
freeze in 2003 under an internationally 
backed peace plan. 

In another development, Palestinians 
symbolically burned a large pile of 
products made in Jewish settlements 
after declaring a boycott last month. 
After throwing a carton on the fire, 
Prime Minister Salam Fayyad said he 
was “determined to clean the Palestinian 
marketplace from settler products.” 

In violence late Tuesday, a Palestinian 
militant was killed and two others 
wounded in an Israeli airstrike in 
southern Gaza. Abu Mujahed, a militant 
spokesman, said Palestinians opened 
fire on soldiers on the Israeli side of 


the border, and Israel hit back with the 
airstrike. 

In late November, Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu announced that 
construction in Jewish West Bank 
settlements would slow down for 
10 months, but said building in east 
Jerusalem would proceed without 
restrictions. 

An official in Netanyahu’s office said 
the decision to build in east Jerusalem 
was made by municipal authorities and 
did not require involvement by the prime 
minister. He could not be identified 
under civil service regulations. 

Israel captured east Jerusalem, along 
with the West Bank, from Jordan in the 
1967 Mideast war. 

Israel does not consider construction in 
east Jerusalem to be settlement activity 
because it annexed the area immediately 
after its capture. 

The international community, like 
the Palestinians, does not recognize 
the annexation and views the Jewish 
neighborhoods built in east Jerusalem 
as settlements. Some 180,000 Jews live 
in those neighborhoods, alongside an 
estimated 250,000 Palestinians.Q

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China urges U.S., N. Korea to resume nuclear talks

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
China urged the United States 
and North Korea on Tuesday 
to “seize the moment” and 
take positive steps so that 
six-party talks on the North’s 
nuclear program can resume 
quickly. 

China’s U.N. Ambassador 
Zhang Yesui, who took over 
the rotating presidency of the 
Security Council this month, 
called recent talks between 
senior U.S. and North 
Korean officials a “positive 
development.” 

At a news conference Tuesday, 
Zhang said the most important 
thing now is for the key parties 
to “seize the moment and take 
some positive efforts and meet 
each other halfway so that ... 
the six-party talks will start as 
soon as possible.” 

Washington and Pyongyang 
agreed after last month’s 
meeting in Pyongyang on the 
need to resume the stalled 
six party talks. But the North 
cautioned that there are still 
unspecified differences to be 
resolved and did not make a 
firm commitment on when it 
would rejoin the negotiations 
with the U.S., Russia, China, 
South Korea and Japan. 

North Korea quit the talks in 
April in anger over a U.N. 


rebuke after it launched a 
long-range rocket. In May, it 
conducted a second nuclear 
test, promoting the Security 
Council to impose tough new 
sanctions, including a ban on 
all arms exports. 

The impoverished nation is 
believed to earn hundreds of 
millions of dollars every year 
by selling missiles, missile 
parts and other weapons to 
countries such as Iran, Syria 
and Myanmar. 

When U.S. Ambassador 
Stephen Bosworth, the 
special U.S. envoy to North 
Korea, visited Pyongyang in 
December he said the North 
lobbied to have the sanctions 
eased. 

But Bosworth said that 
wouldn’t happen until North 
Korea came back to nuclear 
negotiations and made 
significant progress on getting 
rid of its atomic weapons. 

The talks began in 2003, and 
in 2005 there was agreement 
on a disarmament pact which 
calls for North Korea to end its 
nuclear programs in exchange 
for economic aid, security 
assurances and diplomatic 
recognition. The United States 
wants to see verifiable and 
irreversible steps to implement 
the agreement. 

After Bosworth’s visit, 
Chinese Vice President Xi

Mixed economic data higher 
dollar press stocks

NEW YORK - Investors turned cautious on the second trading 
day of the year as a pair of economic reports sent mixed signals 
about how the recovery was going. 

Major stock indexes ended narrowly mixed a day after the 
Dow Jones industrials soared more than 150 points on upbeat 
manufacturing reports in the U.S. and China. Uncertainty over 
key reports this week on employment and the service industry 
also kept buyers at bay. 

The economic news on Tuesday was more muddled. The 
Commerce Department reported that factory orders rose by 
more than twice what had been expected in November, reflecting 
demand in the steel, computer and chemical industries. The gain 
of 1.1 percent easily beat the 0.5 percent forecast of analysts 
polled Thomson Reuters. 

Meanwhile, the number of buyers who agreed to purchase 
previously occupied homes fell sharply in November, an 
indication that sales will fall this winter. The National 
Association of Realtors said its index of pending home sales fell 
16 percent to 96, the first drop after nine months of gains and 
the lowest reading since June. Some drop had been expected as 
investors raced to buy homes ahead of a tax credit deadline that 
was later extended. 

A strengthening dollar held stocks to modest moves. A strong 
dollar makes commodities and shares of the companies that 
produce them less attractive to foreign buyers. It also hurts the 
profits of companies that do business overseas. 

Investors are looking for clues about the direction of the 
economy in 2010 after a nine-month rally pushed stocks to steep 
gains for 2009. Now, analysts say, further signs of strengthening 
in the economy are needed to help stocks hold their gains. Stock 
indexes closed Monday at their highest level in 15 months. 
According to preliminary calculations, the Dow industrials 
slipped 11.94, or 0.1 percent, to 10,572.02. The broader Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index rose 3.53, or 0.3 percent, to 1,136.52, while 
the Nasdaq composite index edged up 0.29, or less than 0.1 
percent, to 2,308.71. Three stocks rose for every two that fell 
on the New York Stock Exchange, where volume rose to 1.2 
billion shares from 1 billion Monday. □ 


Contracts down: Is housing 
hoadod for doublo-dipP

WASHINGTON - The 
number of people preparing 
to buy a home fell sharply 
in November, an unsettling 
new sign that the housing 
market may be headed for a 
“double-dip” downturn over 
the winter. 

The figures Tuesday came 
after a similarly discouraging 
report on new home sales, 
illustrating how heavily the 
housing market depends right 
now on government help. 

In October, buyers raced to 
get contracts signed in time to 
take advantage of a tax credit 
for first-time homeowners that 
was set to expire. It has since 
been extended into spring — 
and now prospective buyers 
are taking their time. 

The National Association of 
Realtors said its seasonally 
adjusted index of sales 
contracts fell 16 percent 
from October to November, 
ending nine months of 
gains. Economists surveyed 
by Thomson Reuters had 
expected only a 2 percent 
drop. 

“This was bound to happen 
at some point, although not 
by this much,” wrote Jennifer 
Lee, senior economist with 
BMO Capital Markets. She 
added: “Gulp.” 

When the tax credit expires 
this spring and the government 
phases out programs to keep 
mortgage rates low, the 
housing market will have 
to stand on its own. Many 
economists doubt it can. 
“We’re just going to languish 
at the bottom,” said Anna 
Piretti, senior economist at 
BNP Paribas. 

The last housing downturn 
helped drag the nation into the 
worst recession in decades. 
The expected dip in home 
sales and prices this winter

appears to pose less of a threat 
to the broader economy. 
Orders to U.S. factories, for 
example, posted a big gain 
in November, the Commerce 
Department said Tuesday. 
So while the housing market 
remains vulnerable, makers of 
steel, computers and chemicals 
are mounting a surprisingly 
robust rebound. 

“We expect housing to just 
limp along even as the rest 
of the economy is growing 
fairly strongly,” said Nomura 
Securities economist Zach 
Pandl. 

The stock market slid as 
the reports offered mixed 
signals about the economy. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average finished down about 
12 points. 

The tax credit is worth up 
to $8,000 for first-time 
homebuyers and was set to 
expire Nov. 30. Congress 
extended it through the end 
of April and broadened it to 
include a credit of up to $6,500 
for buyers who relocate. 
Typically, there’s a lag of one 
to two months between when 
the contract is signed and 
when the sale closes. To meet 


the original deadline for the 
tax credit, buyers would have 
needed to submit a signed 
sales contract by the end of 
October at the latest. 

The Realtor group said it 
expected homebuyers to start 
responding to the extension 
by early spring, suggesting 
that sales will pick up again 
but fall back later in the year, 
once the government support 
is gone. 

In addition, the Federal 
Reserve is buying up $1.25 
trillion in mortgage-backed 
securities to help keep interest 
rates at or near record lows. 
That program is scheduled to 
run out at the end of March, 
though a sudden jump in rates 
could force the Fed to extend 
it. 

“We don’t want to see 
mortgage rates rise yet,” said 
Jerry Smith, associate broker 
with Re/Max Professional 
outside Denver. “And we 
certainly don’t want to see 
unemployment get any worse 
than it is.” 

For November, new sales 
contracts were down 3 percent 
in the West, 15 percent in the 
South and 26 percent each in 
the Northeast and Midwest. □

Randy Johnson is retiring after 
22 Major League Baseball 
seasons. 

The overpowering lefty 
known as the Big Unit, who 
last June became the 24th 
pitcher in MLB history to win 
300 games, made the expected 
announcement on Tuesday on 
a conference call. 

“I really wanted to go out 
on my terms,” Johnson said. 
“I just feel like there’s not a 
lot more for me to do in this 
game. 

I just think it’s a natural 
progression when you play 
this long. Eventually you have 
to say it’s time.” 

A five-time winner of the Cy 
Young Award as MLB pitcher 
of the year, the 46-year- 
old Johnson accomplished 
just about everything in his 
remarkable career. 

He won a World Series and 
co-MVP honor, and was a 10- 
time All-Star. He threw two 
no-hitters, including a perfect 
game, and ranks second on 
the career strikeout list. 

The 6-foot-10 (2.09-meter) 
Johnson finishes with a 
career record of 303-166 
and 4,875 strikeouts in 4,135 
1-3 innings for Montreal, 
Seattle, Houston, Arizona, the 
New York Yankees and San 
Francisco. 

His strikeouts are the most 
by a left-hander and second 
to Nolan Ryan’s 5,714. 
Johnson overcame four knee 


operations and three back 
surgeries to keep pitching at 
a high level into his mid-40s. 
Last year he missed more than 
two months with a strained left 
shoulder that also had a tear 
in the rotator cuff. It was the 
first serious shoulder problem 
of his career. He returned in 
late September as a reliever, 
a role he couldn’t see himself 
embracing in order to keep 
pitching. 

Johnson pitched his first no¬ 
hitter in 1990, won 19 games 
with 308 strikeouts in 1993 and 


led Seattle to its first playoff 
berth with an 18-2 record in 
1995. He finished his 10-year 
stint in Seattle with a 130-74 
record before being traded to 
Houston in 1998. 

He signed as a free agent with 
Arizona before the following 
season, beginning one of 
the most dominating runs a 
pitcher has ever had. Johnson 
won the Cy Young in each 
of his first four seasons with 
Arizona, capturing the coveted 
pitcher’s triple crown in 2002 
with a 24-5 record, 2.32 ERA

and 334 strikeouts. 

His most memorable moments 
were in 2001, when he came 
out of the bullpen to beat 
the Yankees in Game 7 of 
the World Series to give the 
Diamondbacks the title. He 
went 3-0 in the World Series, 
sharing the MVP award with 
Curt Schilling. 

Johnson pitched a perfect 
game at age 40 against Atlanta 
but he didn’t have as much 
success following the 2004 
season as injuries began to 
take a toll.Q

WASHINGTON (AP)—Mike 
Shanahan agreed to become 
the coach of the Washington 
Redskins on Tuesday, the 
latest step in a major overhaul 
of a troubled NFL team. 
Shanahan’s decision was 
confirmed to The Associated 
Press by an official within 
the NFL. The official spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because the team was not 
commenting on its coaching 
search. 

The Redskins announced they 
would hold a news conference 
on Wednesday, although they 
did not say why. 

The deal with Shanahan is 
for five years, the Denver 
Post reported on its Web site. 


The hire comes less than 48 
hours after the Redskins fired 
Jim Zorn — and less than 
three weeks after front-office 
chief Vinny Cerrato resigned 
and quickly was replaced by 
general manager Bruce Allen. 
All of which means that, within 
a month, the Redskins have 
gone from an organization 
that revolved primarily 
around owner Dan Snyder 
and yes-man Cerrato to one 
that includes two powerful 
decision-makers who are sure 
to yield much clout. 

Allen — son of Hall of Famer 
and former Redskins coach 
George Allen — became the 
first person to hold the title of 
GM in Snyder’s decade-plus 
of ownership, while Shanahan 
is known to demand a heavy 


say-so in personnel decisions. 
Shanahan will have the final 
authority on American football 
decisions, according to ESPN, 
com. 

The Redskins have a win- 
loss record of only 82-99 
since Snyder bought the 
team, missing the playoffs 
in eight of 11 seasons, and 
the toll of losing seasons and 
accompanying fan unrest left 
him little choice but to hire 
established names and put 
them in charge. 

Shanahan will be Washington’s 
seventh coach since Snyder 
bought the team in 1999 — a 
period that has included only

NEW YORK (AP) — Major 
League Soccer is threatening 
to lock out its players after 
the league’s five-year labor 
contract expires on Jan. 31, 
says football’s international 
union. 

“It is difficult to understand 
why the owners would take 
this course, when all we are 
asking for are the same rights 
enjoyed by other players 
around the world, not just 
in the biggest leagues, but 
in leagues of all sizes,” Los 
Angeles Galaxy star Landon 
Donovan said in a statement 
released by FIFPro, which 
represents more than 50,000 
players, including members 
of the MLS Players Union. 
MLS president Mark Abbott 
disputed much of what 
FIFPro said on Tuesday. 
“Any discussion about a 
lockout, players’ strike 
or other work stoppage 
is premature and frankly 
counterproductive to our 
ongoing mutual commitment 
to reach an agreement,” he 
said. 

FIFPro claims MLS’ single¬ 
entity structure, in which all 
players sign with the league

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rather than individual teams, 
violates FIFA regulations. 
FIFPro said almost 80 
percent of MLS players 
don’t have guaranteed 
contracts, that contracts give 
the league multiple one- 
year options, that players 
can be transferred without 
their consent, and that out- 
of-contract players lack 
freedom of movement. 
“Despite months of 
negotiations the two sides 
have made little progress 
on a new deal,” FIFPro 
said. “The league is now 
threatening to lock the 
players out on Feb. 1 if the 


players don’t agree to a 
continuation of the status 
quo.” 

Before forming a union, 
MLS players filed a federal 
antitrust suit against the 
league. A jury ruled against 
the players in 2000. 

Abbott said the league 
complied with FIFA’s 
regulations and that “it 
has been proven in federal 
court that the MLS business 
structure is legal and does 
not operate as a cartel.” 
“During the last 50 years, 
there have been multiple 
failed efforts to launch 
professional soccer in the 
United States and Canada,” 
Abbott said. “In order to 
avoid this fate, the MLS 
owners created a structure 
that has provided stability 
and growth during the last 
15 years.” 

Income for MLS players 
averaged $147,945 at 
the start of last season, 
according to the MLS union, 
but the median — the point 
at which an equal amount 
make above and below — 
was $88,000 for 323 players 
listed. 

“What we are looking for 
are the same basic rights 
that players enjoy in other 
leagues around the world,” 
Seattle Sounders goalkeeper 
Kasey Keller said in a 
statement issued by FIFPro. 
“We have made great strides 
in developing the game 
in the United States. But 
we can’t truly compete 
internationally, either for 
players or fans, with a 
system that is so radically 
different than other leagues 
around the world.”

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Dr. Viana’s 3 Steps to Health - Step! Cleanliness

Through the 
wisdom of natural medicine, 
you increase your chances to 
maintain or get your health 
back. Natural medicine 
stresses personal hygiene, diet 
and nutritional supplements, 
exercise, rest and respect for 
yourself and all things. These 
choices over processed foods 
or personal products, synthetic 
pills and spending too much time 
in front of a TV or computer, 
jealousy and envy, make good 
sense.

Eric did not resist, was shot 
after handing over money 

~ Described as a caring and giving person ~ 

DUTCH QUARTER—Eric Yuan Sam had just helped someone 
who did not have enough for the holiday season with a Christmas 
gift and was assisting another customer when he was violently 
dragged from one of the supermarket aisles, robbed and shot in 
the chest at point-blank range. 

He died after doing exactly what he was well known for: helping 
others. Eric did not resist the demands of the robbers, as widely 
speculated, but in fact had cooperated with the robbers’ demands 
and turned over three pans containing an undisclosed sum of 
money before he was gunned down in what management says 
was a “reckless” act by four gun-toting robbers who stormed 
the Afoo Supermarket in Dutch Quarter around 7:45pm on 
December 30. 

He leaves to mourn his reputed wife Jacqueline Gumbs and 
four children (including three stepchildren). They still are 
unable to accept the fact that the person whose birthday they 
had celebrated just a day earlier was snatched from them for no 
apparent reason. 

When The Daily Herald visited the scene yesterday, a small 
memorial of flowers and candles lay on the ground outside of the 
supermarket, the first day it was reopened since the incident. 
Senseless 

Persons with a firsthand account of what transpired on that 
fateful night said Eric had been helping a customer in one of 
the supermarket’s aisles when the sounds of gunshots shattered 
the holiday shopping spirit and sent many persons, including 
Eric, diving to the ground in fear. Persons also scampered in all 
directions. 

Four bandits, all brandishing guns and wearing masks, ripped 
down a barbed-wire fence at the back of the supermarket and 
stormed through the front entrance firing shots. 

The back of the building contains overgrown bushes, 
management told this newspaper. The first shot was fired toward 
the security guard outside the premises. It is believed that spent 
shells from this shot hit the pregnant woman who was injured 
on the scene and had to be rushed to St. Maarten Medical Center 
(SMMC). 

The bandits then tore through the supermarket, randomly firing 
several more shots which put a 3 Vi-inch hole in the ceiling and 
shattered a mounted video monitor. Six to eight shots were 
fired. 

The bandits then headed for Eric, who by this time was on the 
floor, hauled him up and took him to the office, making their 
demands. Eric removed a drawer with three cash canisters and 
set it on a nearby table for the robbers. 

The next event shocked those who witnessed the crime. 
According to firsthand accounts, as three of the bandits were 
storming out of the premises, one stopped near to Eric. The three 
robbers called out to their accomplice, “Let’s go.” The man near 
Eric reportedly took one step to leave, but turned around and 
fired the fatal shot. Eric died on the spot. 

The entire incident lasted about two to three minutes and rocked 
the Dutch Quarter district. It also shocked customers, as well 
as the five staff members and two security guards who were on 
duty. 

Afoo’s management, who corroborated this series of events, 
is still at a loss as to why Eric was shot even though he had 
cooperated and turned over the money. 

December 30 was the second time the supermarket had been 
robbed. A member of management said the last robbery had 
occurred in 2000 in broad daylight. On that occasion, the 
robbers were subsequently arrested. 

Praised Management praised the two security guards who 
were on duty during last Thursday’s robbery and responded 
immediately by contacting law enforcement, and the police, 
who responded promptly. □

Colombia extradito el martes 
a Estados Unidos a un 
controvertido empresario, 
acusado de una millonaria 
estafa a miles de personas 
y de lavado de dolares del 
narcotrafico.

Colombia: Uribe mantiene la

BOGOTA (AP) - El presidente Alvaro Uribe 
afirmo el martes que la posibilidad de una 
nueva reeleccion suya “dependera de la Corte 
Constitucional, del Pueblo y de Dios Nuestro 
Senor”. 

En declaraciones el martes a “La Voz de 
Monteria”, una emisora de esa ciudad 
caribena ubicada a 500 kilometros al noroeste 
de Bogota, el mandatario, una vez mas, se 
abstuvo de dar una respuesta concreta sobre la 
eventualidad de permanecer por un cuatrienio 
mas en el gobiemo. Aseguro que una eventual 
segunda reeleccion suya “dependera de la 
Corte Constitucional, del Pueblo y de Dios 
Nuestro Senor”. 

La expectativa en torno al tema la ha mantenido 
practicamente desde que, por segunda vez, se 
posesiono como de presidente el 7 de agosto 
de 2006. “De lo que no tengo vacilaciones 
es que esta patria necesita tener una politica 
de seguridad, mejorandola todos los dias; 
una politica de promocion de inversiones, 
mejorandola todos los dias; una politica 
social, mejorandola todos los dias. Yo invito a 
los colombianos a no tener dudas en mantener 
ese caminito”, afirmo. 


Las elecciones presidenciales estan fijadas 
para mayo del 2010. 

Una ley de referendum, que ya fue aprobada 
por el Congreso para preguntarles a los 
colombianos si estan de acuerdo o no con una 
segunda reeleccion presidencial, es materia de 
estudio por parte de la Corte Constitucional. 
Al respecto, el presidente de ese tribunal, 
Nilson Pinilla, explico el martes en entrevista 
telefonica que apenas los nueve magistrados de 
la Corte Constitucional lleguen de vacaciones 
judiciales, el procurador general de la Nacion, 
Alejandro Ordonez, les entregara un concepto 
sobre el tema. 

Luego, el magistrado encargado de hacer la 
ponencia de la reeleccion, Humberto Sierra, 
dispondra de 30 dias habiles para elaborar 
un proyecto de fallo. Finalmente, los nueve 
magistrados se tomaran 60 dias para estudiar 
el polemico tema. 

Si la Corte Constitucional declara ajustada a 
la Carta la ley del referendum, se convocaria 
a una consulta al pueblo y Uribe debera 
conseguir minimo el 25% del total del censo 
electoral colombiano, es decir, casi 7,5 
millones de votos. □

El centra sismologico estatal Funvisis dijo que el 
movimiento telurico registrado a una profundidad de 105,5 
kilometros, ocurrio a las 23.00 hora local (03.30 GMT) 
en la poblacion de Giiiria, en el oriental estado Sucre.
